1. The enclosed Intelligence Information Special Report is part of a
series now in preparation based on a collection of 29 lessons, classified
TOP SECRET, prepared in 1977 for use in the Soviet General Staff Academy.
The lessons are broken down into two parts: the first 19 lessons deal with
the staff preparation of a front offensive operation with conventional and
nuclear weapons; the remaining 10 lessons deal with the conduct of an
offensive employing conventional weapons at first with a transition to the
use of nuclear weapons., This report is a translation of the lesson
detailing the typical rocket troop and artillery order of battle of a front
and the nuclear and fire destruction tasks to be accomplished when a
second-echelon a is committed to battle in a front offensive across the
northern area vf West Germany. -

' The following report is a translation from Russian of a lesson,
classified TOP SECRET, prepared for use at the General Staff Academy of the
Armed Forces of the USSR, This lesson is used to instruct students acting
as front chiefs of rocket troops and artillery in the tasking, allocation,
and Tequirements of nuclear and conventionally-armed ground force missiles
and artillery when a second-echelon army is committed to battle in a front
offensive operation across the northern area of West Germany. The lesson
reveals that almost one-third more time is devoted to plamming and
organizing the nuclear destruction than to conventional artillery
destruction, with 65 nuclear warheads and 72 launchers allocated to the
main axis, and with 825 guns, mortars, and multiple rocket launchers tasked
to fire 40,000 rounds in a 1S-minute preparation for the commitment on a
frontage of 20 km. Also detailed are the composition, locations, -
targeting, and time/distance factors of the front's missile and artillery
units, including three reinforcing artillery divisions from the Reserve of
the Supreme High Command. ' '

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE ROCKET TROOPS AND ARTILLERY OF THE COASTAL
FRONT BASED ON THE SITUATION AT 1930 HOURS 12 SEPIEMBER

At 1930 hours 12 Septewhber, in two front, five army, and one corps
operational-tactical missile brigades and 28 tactical missile battalions,
there are 117 lawmchers, of which 60 are operational-tactical and 57 are
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tactical, losses of the rocket troops amount to: 97 missile launchers (45
percent), 42 of them operational-tactical missile launchers (41 percent),

and 55 tactical missile launchers (49 percent). The greatest losses have

been sustained by the 6th Army (64 percent), the Sth Army (55 percent), and the
7th Army (53 percent). .

A grouping of rocket troops is in action on the axis of the main
thrust of the front (not counting the 4th Army, 2nd Army Corps, and
left-flank divisions of the 9th Army) made up of six missile brigades (two
front and four army /brigades/), and 12 tactical missile battalions --
having 72 launchers (49 operational-tactical, 33 tactical) in all.

Front rocket troops have 110 nuclear-armed missiles (41
operationgzl-tactical, 69 tactical).

- There are 65 nuclear-armed missiles (34 operational-tactical, 31
tactical) in the rocket troops active on the axis of the main thrust.

CONTENTS OF THE REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF FRONT ROCKET TROOPS AND ARTILLERY

The students are to report the tasks of the rocket troops based on an
analysis of the enemy's grouping, the anticipated nature of his actions,
the importance and location of targets, the degree of reliability of
recormaissance data on the targets, the decision of the front commander on
comnitting the front's second echelon to battle, and the status and
capabilities of rocket troops.
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In conformity with the situation which has developed in the offensive
zone of the front's troops by 1930 hours 12 September and the decision of
the front commander on committing the frent's second echelon to battle,
rocket troops will have the following Tasks to fulfill: '

Students in the role of chief of rocket troops and artillery of the
Coastal Front are to report:

-- tasks of artillery regarding fire destruction of the enemy when
committing the 10th Tank Army to battle;

-- the growping of artillery when committing the 10th Tank Army to
battle;

-- the composition of art:.llery allocated for fire destruction of the
enemy when committing the 10th Tank Army to battle;
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-- the procedure of fire destruction of the enemy;
-- movement forward and regrouping of artillery.

Contents of the report of the front chief of rocket troops and
artillery: '

a) Artillery tasks:

In conformity with the situation which has developed in the offensive
zone of the front's troops and the front commander's decision on committing

the 10th Tank Axmy to battle, the aTtillery is to fulfill the following
tasks:

-~ in order to reliably destroy the enemy by fire before the 10th Tank
Army is committed to battle, achieve fire superiority over him, and cover
the advance and deployment, /the artillery is to/ destroy tactical nuclear
means, artillery and mortar batteries of the Brown 11th Motorized Infantry
Division and the 3rd Tank Division, the command posts of the divisions,
brigades, and battalions, the air defense and electronic neutralization
means, antitank means, tanks and persomnel of the enemy in front of the
line of commitment and on the flanks and in the area of STUHREN,
WILDESHAUSEN, DIEPHOLZ, WEHRBLECK; .

-- with the commitment of the 10th Tank Army to battle, the artillery
will engage in continuous combat against the enemy nuclear means,
artillery, tanks, antitank means, command posts, and air defense means of
the Brown 1lst Army Corps to retain fire supremacy over the enemy; and it
will cover the flanks of our troops, consolidate captured lines,
opportimely suppress the enemy's reserves, and prevent him from
consolidating on intermediate lines.

Artillery will effectively destroy the enemy during the assault
crossing of water obstacles and repel his possible counterthrusts (Brown
5th Army Corps). It is to establish conditions favoring the rapid
development of the offensive operation of the 10th Tank Army.

b) Precise definition of the artillery grouping when committing the
10th Tank Army to battle :

Thus, 40 thousand rounds of artillery ammmition will be required for -
fire destruction of the enemy. If 825 guns, mortars, and multiple-round
rocket launchers are allocated, the fire tasks can be fulfilled within 15
minutes. When the forward units of the 15th and 22nd tank divisions arrive
at a line 2 to 3.5 km from the forward units of the enemy, /artillery/ is
to be ready (from 0800 to 0825 hours 13 September) to conduct a 15-minute
fire strike against centers of resistance, especially against the enemy
antitank means and tanks in front of the line of commitment to battle and
on the flanks which have not been destroyed by nuclear weapons,

The method of concentrated fire and fire against individual targets to
the depth of the first-echelon battalions (three kilometers) /will be used/
to support the attack, The distance of the line of attack from the enemy's
forward edge is 1,000 meters. The speed of the attack is 12 km per hour.
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Artillery close support of the troop offensive in the depth will be
accamplished by massed and concentrated fire against surviving or revived
centers of enemy resistance during the entire offensive. :

With the objective of retaining fire superiority, enemy artillery and
mortar batteries will be destroyed as they are detected.

The antitank reserve of the front (4th Antitank Artillery Brigade)
will be deployed by 0500 hours 13 September on the OKEL, NEUBRUCHHAUSEN
line (a march of 75 km; speed of 25 km per hour -- requiring a total of
three hours). The 5th Antitank Artillery Brigade will concentrate in the
area of WUNSTORF, HASTE, STEMMEN,

The reconnaissance subunits and observation posts of battalions and
brigades allocated for the fire destruction of the enemy on the line of
commitment to battle will be deployed by 0400 hours 13 September. The
.results of recommaissance will be collated before 0700 hours. Before 0800
hours 13 September, fire tasks will be refined on the terrain.

As of 0600 hours 13 September, one squadron of a reconnaissance air ‘
regiment will constantly be in the air in the 10th Tank Army's zone of
commitment to battle.

IV. Lesson director's concluding remarks .

dWhen assessing the results of the lesson, the following are to be
noted: :

1. During the commitment of the front's second echelon to battle,
matters of the combat employment of roCket troops and artillery occupy a
major place in the work of the commander and staff of the front.

2. Relisble nuclear and fire destruction of the enemy is one of the
main prerequisites determining the success. of committing the front's second

echelon to battle and of developing the front operation at high rates of
speed. '

3. The bulk of the work of organizing and planning the combat actions -
of rocket troops and artillery when committing the front's second echelon
to battle is entrusted to the chief and staff of front rocket troops and
artillery.

4, In conformity with the concept of the front commander's decision,
the estimate of the situation which has developed, and the status and
capabilities of rocket troops and artillery, the chief and staff of the
rocket troops and artilléry will determine the tasks for the rocket troops
and artillery, define their grouping more precisely, plan the nuclear and
fire destruction of the enemy, organize recomaissance and other support
measures, assign the tasks, and organize the control of rocket troops and
artillery when the front's second echelon is committed to battle.

5. The chief and staff of rocket troops and artillery are to
participate in organizing the cooperation of the rocket troops and
artillery with the other branch ams.
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6. In the present lesson, the most important aspects of the combat
employment of rocket troops and artillery have been examined, the knowledge
of which is essential to the combined-arms commander for the successful
accomplishment of the tasks of nuclear and fire destruction of the enemy
when conmitting the front's second echelon to battle.

7. The degree to which the lesson subject was learned and the
established training objectives achieved will be shown.

An assessment of the work and preparation of each student will be
given,and the existing deficiencies and ways of eliminating them will be
